Conourac subjects aro at. last thrusting 
thorselve of tho attention of the Dritish 
Goverment in-guch a farni as. uot to be 
evaded, Grietances are being rewgiised 
and udly wouplained “of, and av, every 
colony has grievanocs, the ery that las-at 
fongth nrisea is load and nuaainious.” To 
preat evils oxisla in comuection with over 
British colony, though oue of thom is felt 
more in Crowii Colonica than in thare which 
posness represontalive institutions. ‘They are 
the ajetom of £0-called Crown Governmort; 
and thé’ organization ofthe Colonjal-office. 
These two avila avo ab the root of all Coloniit 
diccontetts Tho whole eubject is boing pluced 
‘olore tho’ British public, in its, abrongest 
bearings. A pampblat, published.in London; 
entitled “Our Relations with the. Colonivs 
and Crowit Colonies," roviows tho whcle 
question, aud disposes yery puluiiarily of tho 
afguitents'used by tho enemies of reforin. 
‘Tho author shots, that the Bie at present 
in vogue: respecting the Colonies is one 
which is based on considoritiona of advaataze 
4 the mathér country, instead of on a moral 
sense of what iv'right-and just. And yet 
people nva ready enough to adhere rigidly to 
tha rule of juslicd’ when it chances to suit 
their pockets. "Pho -vety. mon who declare 
that our Colonial polioy depends on no moral 
sentiment, but on the. question ’cf reciprocal 
advantage, algo alloge it a8 a. reason for nob 
iving-up oir Indian poséassions, that "we 
fave ‘assumed responsibilities which'we are 
hound, if we can,to discharge." . Thia is Mr. 
Goiawin Enaiz's lonigdags, ands the author 
of the pamphlet very approprintaly raviarks, 
My. Suira’s dootrines involves tho proposition 
that“ we lave duties to the Bengeleo, none 
to our countrymen in Austrolia! we have 
aasuned responsibility fa the Punjaub, lot 
uncast i to the. winds in New Zealand.” 
‘The cost of tho colunies isthe great bug-beat 
of tho British tax-payer ; yt the total dis- 
biiraoments on Colonial account are found to 
bo abuub equal to the sum’ spent during the 
Jast fow years in city hnprovemants. But 
apart from this question of pounde, shillings; 
and pence, the author jrisista’on thé etistence 
of a far higher: bond ‘between England aod 
her dependenview—the boud of “ family affec- 
tida and loyalsympathy.”. It is not easy to 
diacaver a remedy for the dissstisfnction of 
the Colonies; bat it ig Englatid’s daty to find 
such a remedy if poasible. Ou this- point 
the withor suggests sepredeatation inthe 
English parliament, or. ab lenat, that a Colo- 
nial Council should hava control over all 
questions aifectixig Colonial policy,
